Blizzard  Cripplps  City  in  Day^Ijtpng  Blast 


WHATEVER  FridAy.  January  13,  may 
have  been  for  other*,  for  Greater 
Victoria  cltlsena  H certainly  was 
**unufual."  All  day  long  a blizzard  swept 
the  streets  of  the  city  and  Its  enrirons  with 
gale  force.  Although  the  thermometer 
came  to  rest  at  6.8  degrees  above  zero  at  Its 
lowest  point,  the  air  with  Its  dampness  was 
cold  enough  to  empty  the  town,  freeze  fire 
hydrants  by  the  score  and  close  the  schools. 
Many  businesses  came  to  a virtual  stand- 
still. while  retail  trading  was  practically 
suspended.  The  prospect  of  continued  cold 
and  stormy  weather  was  not  cheering  sa 
the  day  closed. 

Despite  the  handicap,  and  It  was  as  severe 
a one  as  Victoria  has  experienced  in  half  a 
century,  good  nature  remained  uppermost 
with  the  public.  Citizens  helped  one  an- 
other where  they  could,  after  securing  their 
own  homes  against  the  double  onslaught 
of  wind  and  cold.  Pipe-fitters  and  taxi 


drivers  worked  the  clock  around,  as  burst 
pipes  and  stranded  people  caused  a two- 
wave  hump  of  distress  calls  from  every 
quarter  of  the  community.  What  conditions 
would  have  been  like  if  the  thermometer 
had  dropped  below  zero  was  perhaps  the 
only  comforting  contrast  of  the  day. 

The  lesson,  and  for  this  usually  fortunate 
community  it  was  a severe  one,  was  a sharp 
reminder  of  what  Nature  can  do  when  in 
the  mood.  The  blizzard  cut  boat  sailings, 
restricted  air  travel  and  reduced  road  travel 
to  a minimum.  Some  fires  gave  trouble. 
Victoria’s  bus  transporUtion  system  came 
through  remarkably  well.  For  a time  the 
freezing  of  the  hydrants  was  ominous,  but 
quick  action  by  the  Victoria  Fire  Depart- 
ment In  thawing  them  out  relieved  that 
situation  before  it  became  critical.  With 
every  prospect  of  more  of  the  same  today 
citizens  will  have  to  grin  and  bear  it.  but 
they  have  proved  that  they  can  accept  hard- 
ship and  still  smile. 


iMtr-BrpakIng  Cyclists  Should  Be  Disciplined 


POLICE  Magistrate  Hall  has  directed 
public  attention  to  a serious  traffic 
hazard  that  is  on  the  Increase  In  Vic- 
toria and  the  surrounding  municipalities. 
It  is  the  practice  of  cyclists  riding  their 
machines  after  dark  without  lights  of  any 
kind.  Those  at  fault  are  usually  young 
people,  but  many  older  riders  as  well  show 
a similar  disregard  for  their  own  safety  or 
that  of  others. 

Beyond  the  issuing  of  warnings  and  an 
infrequent  show  of  action,  police  officers 
seem  peculiarly  reluctant  to  do  anything 
about  this  situation.  It  Is  a common  sight 
to  see  young  cyclists,  sometimes  two  or  more 
abreast,  without  lights  or  anything  else  to 
pick  them  out  of  the  darkness,  ride  past  a 
standing  policeman  without  the  slightest 
notice  being  taken  of  them.  Add  to  that 
the  careless  way  in  which  many  cyclists 

One  Mark  to  II is  Credit 

OF  the  evils  of  intoxicants  one  has  heard 
plenty,  some  of  It  exaggerated  but  some 
of  it  well  merited,  but  one  thing  has 
to  be  said  for  the  habit  of  drinking— U saves 
the  Canadian  taxpayer  money.  This  may 
not  condone  a social  habit  that  is  nowa- 
day! widespread,  but  it  reflects  sometbing 
that  can  scarcely  be  Ignored.  According  to 
the  Dominion  Bureau  of  Statistics  the 
Federal  Government  collected  no  less  than 
$141,734,380  during  the  last  fiscal  year  in 
taxes  on  alcoholic  beverages. 

The  bureau  has  not  the  details,  but  It 
estimates  that  provincial  governments  de^ 
rived  even  more  than  that  sum  from  the 
same  source.  Upwards  of  $300,000,000, 
therefore,  an  amount  that  not  so  very  long 
ago  would  have  taken  care  of  the  whole  Do- 


ride.  suddenly  changing  direction  without 
signals,  using  the  wrong  side  of  the  road, 
and  weaving  from  side  to  side  on  an  up- 
grade. and  the  anxiety  of  all  motorists  who 
encounter  them  can  be  understood. 

*'I  am  at  a loss  to  understand  parents 
who  will  allow  children  to  ride  bicycles  at 
night  without  lights.  ’ Magistrate  Hall 
stated  this  week  In  the  city  traffic  count. 
The  point  is  well  taken,  but  it  is  not  enough 
to  put  the  blame  on  parents  If  police  con- 
tinue to  let  the  actual  offenders  go  scot 
free.  The  conduct  of  cyclists  generally  in 
tlUs  city  is  bad — in  disobedience  of  traffic 
lights,  stop  signs  and  other  restrictions,  as 
well  as  in  riding  without  lights— and  laxity 
on  the  part  of  the  police  Is  just  as  much  to 
blame  as  disregard  by  parents.  Young 
cyclLsU  are  not  likely  to  pay  much  attention 
to  warnings  that  are  not  followed  by  sharp 
exemplary  action. 


minion  budget,  was  collected  from  con- 
sumers of  alcohol  by  the  various  govern- 
ments of  this  country.  That  is  a tidy  sum 
of  money. 

Added  to  the  cost  of  the  beverages  them- 
selves this  means  that  a colossal  sum  was 
spent  on  a social  habit  that  some  condemn. 
It  means  something  else,  however.  It  means 
that  more  than  $300,000,000  would  have 
had  to  be  found  through  other  forms  of 
taxation  to  take  the  place  of  the  alcoholic 
beverage  taxes.  Canadian  taxpayers  as  a 
whole.  Including  prohibitioni.*<ts.  thus  had 
their  pocketbooks  spared  to  that  extent. 

In  no  small  measure,  therefore,  the  con- 
sumer of  intoxicants  is  helping  to  subsidize 
the  national  aconomy.  This  does  not  affect 
the  ethics  of  the  proposition,  but  at  least  it 
should  be  a mark  to  his  credit.

Bowls  of  Rice  Fifty  Fabulous  Years

tT  was  in  ths  mid-thirties,  after 
^ Japan  had  repudiated  the  Wash- 
ington Treaty,  accupied  Chinese  terri- 
tory and  set  up  the  puppet  Slate  of 
Manehukuo,  that  Sir  Edward  Origg 
tried  to  tell  the  people  of  Britain,  and 
incldenlaliy  the  world,  that  asrtous 
as  were  ths  trends  of  the  then  current 
unrest  tn  Europe  the  future  of  democ- 
racy and  of  European  civUissUon  in 
ganaraJ  might  bs  more  profoundly 
Influenced  by  what  was  transpiring 
In  Eastern  Asia  than  by  any  develop- 
ments which  were  even  hinted  at  on 
the  continent  of  Europe. 

Most  people  who  have  given  the 
very  modem  history  of  China  a 
thought  or  two  will  remember  that 
the  Washington  Treaty  was  concluded 
In  1922  and  that  the  United  States, 
Great  Britain,  Prance  and  Japan 
undertook  to  carry  out  certain  obli- 
gations in  rasped  to  China.  The 
high  contracting  parties  at  Uial  time 
were  apparently  agreed  their  com- 
bined wills  should  prevail  along  lands 
bordering  tha  Pacific.  So  it  was  hailed 
as  an  instrument  of  jetmanent  peace 
In  a quarter  of  the  globe  where  It 
was  most  desirabie  to  establish  It. 

* w ♦ 

Naturally.  It  was  not  a unanimous 
dcsira  oa  the  part  of  all  rutioni  in- 
terested In  the  exploitation  of  Oriental 
lands  to  maintain  any  such  peace; 
and  one  beard  strange  siorlee  from 
the  Upe  of  travelers  familiar  with  the 
teeming  ports  of  the  Orient  as  well 
as  its  populous  hinterlands  These  con- 
cerned rumors  of  active  agents  seek- 
ing to  create  dUsatUfactlon  end  tha 
annulment  of  the  treaty. 

Evidently  they  succeeded.  Although 
Japan  loyally  observed  that  treaty  for 
ten  years,  the  Japanese  Government 
was  to  shut  Us  eyes  to  treaty  faith 
and  Its  covenant  with  the  League  ctf 
Nations,  pursue  Its  own  course,  with- 
drew from  the  League  and  embark 
on  a campaign  of  conquest.  All  of 
which  gave  Sir  Edward  Origg  the  op- 
portunity to  slate  farther.  “If  treaties 
were  to  carry  no  weight  In  Asia,  they 
would  not  do  so  long  In  Europe. " 
ewe 

How  right  he  was.  At  the  same  time, 
you  may  remember  the  warning  he 
voiced  then  stressing  the  unwilling- 
ness of  damoersUe  Britain  and  West- 
ern Europe  to  arm  themselves  suffl- 
cientty  against  autoeratie,  Ideologic 
and  mllHant  states,  and  that  lack  of 
preparedness  could  prove  ooetly. 
Europe  was  overrun>  the  British  Isles 
threatened  and  the  great  champion 
of  democracy  on  the  Weetero  Ueml- 
ephere  barely  got  ready  In  time  to  mve 
battling  Europe  and  stem  the  tide  of 
conquest. 

We  hsve  heard  a lot  since  1945 
about  the  aid  the  United  States  has 
lerviered  China.  It  has  been  great, 
no  doubt.  But  whether  it  was  handled 
lo  the  best  advantage  or  not  is  some- 
thing else  again  Some  authorltiM  feel 
Its  disposal  should  have  been  admin- 
istered through  special  commlsalons. 
At  any  rate,  as  tome  claim.  U seems 
to  have  been  too  little  and  too  late. 
Probably  It  didn’t  gel  down  to  where 
It  would  do  the  moat  good.

It  used  to  be  said  along  the  China 
coast  that  anytmr  who  could  supply 
armlM  of  ChineM*  with  a bowl  of 
rice  each  day  would  never  want  (or 
righting  men  In  any  emprixe  they 
might  hav*  In  mind.

WHEN,  in  the  United  States,  wc 
did  something  in  the  first  half- 
century.  we  did  it  bigger  and  louder 
and  lustier  than  anybody  The  world 
had  known  many  deprasslons,  but 
nothing  Uk*  our  1928  buet^whlch  ail 
but  pulled  the  world  down  th*  dram 
after  us  and  helped  to  create  the 
festering  sores  which  erupted  Into 
the  World  War. 

We  had  the  most  lurid  murder  trials, 
Including  one  involving  the  eradica- 
tion of  a loving  husband  by  means 
of  a sashwelght  handled  by  a south- 
paw wife.  Yet,  perversely,  we  started 
going  to  churches  more  fraquentiy 
than  before. 

We  went  In  for  big  kindnesses,  big 
talk  and  big  bigotries  We  grew  the 
biggest  business  monopolies,  had  them 
broken  up  in  the  biggest  legid  bust- 
ups  in  history,  and  watched  some  of 
them  form  again. 

We  put  a larynx  and  muscles  in  the 
faceless  worklng-man-of-the-agei, 
American  version,  and  he  lifted  labor 
by  Its  bootstraps  until  today  the 
“radlcaUsm”  of  Ram  Oompers  is  a 
tepid  pleading  in  comparUon. 

We  shot  one  President  (McKinley! 
and  shattered  ail  tradition  by  elect- 
ing another  for  four  terms.  We  had 
class,  as  Will  Rogers  said,  for  we  were 
the  first  nation  in  history  to  go  to 
the  poorhouse  in  an  automobile. 

We  bred  the  toughest  heavyweights. 


the  best  golfera  tenoU  players  and 
runners— usually,  and  aptly  enough,

Our  children  asked  more  questions 
and  obeyed  their  parents  less  fre- 
quently. The  stalely  Oibeon  glri  who 
minced  into  the  iwentlcLb  oentury. 
complete  with  ostrleh-feaiher  hat  and 
dainty  umbrella,  became  the  flapper 
of  the  flask-emptying  1920’s,  the 
sweeter  girl  of  the  TO's  and  the  Bikini 
bathing  suit  girl  of  the  ’40's. 

Amid  war,  disaster,  plenty,  priva- 
tion and  the  march  of  medicine  and 
machines,  romance  often  demanded 
the  centre  of  the  United  Stales  stage. 
From  Wilson  and  Mrs.  Galt  to  Rita 
and  Aiy,  romance  made  news. 

But  Its  biggest  news  came  In  1934 
when  Edward  Vtll  of  England  gave 
up  his  throne  for  a 39-year-old  Ameri- 
can divorcee. 

It  was  the  biggest  story  in  the  world 
at  that  time  and.  ehariclerlsUcaUy,  a 
part  of  so  many  of  the  great  stories 
of  the  first  half-century  was  a part 
of  that  one.  too. 

For  he  who  wrote  the  peace  terms 
for  the  Boers,  the  orders  (or  the 
British  Navy  in  the  Great  War,  the 
first  warnings  against  the  moruter 
Hitler,  the  provisions  of  tbe  World 
War.  its  rasuKant  treaties  and  pact* 
and  peace  terms,  and  tbe  essence  of 
the  covenant  and  the  charter  of  the 
League  and  the  United  Netione,  who 
Introduced  the  words  “Iron  Curteln” 
Into  our  language  and  thoughts,  and 
wrote  a proposed  constitution  for 
tbe  United  States  of  Europe,  also 
wrote  Edward’s  touching  farewell.

If  effective  customs  re- 
forms In  the  United  States  could  but 
move  side  by  side  vrith  effective 
economic  integration  of  Marshall  Aid 
cuuntrle*  in  Europe.  lAe  coming  year 
would  bring  th*  first  half  of  this 
oontory  lo  a close  with  the  brightest 
possible  hopos  tor  practical  re-eoteb- 
Ushment  of  th*  worid’e  (re«  democ- 
racies 

The  reforms  now  about  lo  be  sought, 
psutly  by  Congressional  action  and 
partly  by  changes  in  administrative 
policy  under  present  legislation,  wore 
promised  during  the  Washington  tri- 
partite conference  early  last  Autumn. 
Finance  Minister  Abbott  on  that  oc- 
casion came  forward  as  (he  most  out- 
spoken crlUc  of  American  tariffs  and 
related  practices  restrlcUng  trade.
